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ACTION ON READING 
That concern about the reading deficiencies 
of school pupils is likely to result in action is 
indicated by a decision of the New Y ork City 
Board of Education. It has ruled th at those 
in the public schools who do not meet stand­ 
ards in reading will not be promoted after 
this year. 
This action is based on the finding th at at 
least 20,000 pupils from the fourth to the 
sixth grades alone “showed a reading retard ­ 
ation cf two years or more.” And this in the 
school system th at pays its teachers the 
highest salaries in the world! 
This impinges on another problem term ed 
autom atic promotion. Under a theory of con­ 
tinuous progress it was deemed advisable to 
keep prom oting pupils year after year re­ 
gardless of their deficiencies. Now New York 
City will attem pt to return to the traditional 
principle of letting the brighter pupils go 
ahead while deficient ones are held back. 
As for singling out reading as the test of 
delciency, school authorities said it was the 
most im portant subject 
in the prim ary 
grades. 


A LAGGING HIGHWAY 
It is widely recognized th at better com­ 
m unications between the L nited States and 
Latin America would be a great convenience. 
Completion of the projected 15,712-mile Pan- 
American highway from the Mexican border 
through Central and South America would 
open the gates to the southern hemisphere 
for American tourists. 
The United States has already spent more 
than $53 million on the project. This year 
an additional $6 million is being provided. 
Gaps rem aining in the Inter-Am erican high­ 
way total 186 miles. They consist of 25 in 
northern Guatemala, 147 in southern Costa 
Rica and 14 in w estern Panama. 
A new travel experience will be available 
when Americans can tour any section of L at­ 
in America by highway, one which — judg­ 
ing by past experience — will be seized with 
a vengeance.

Smalltown business men are “cutting their 
own th ro ats” by parking in scarce downtown, 
spaces and perm itting their employes to do 
so, a speaker said at a traffic control confer­ 
ence at Purdue U niversity the other day. 
Which reminds us th at Rushville’® business 
fratern ity is doing exactly nothing to help 
the m otoring custom er come to its door. On 
the busy shopping days and nights, ifs al­ 
most impossible to find a parking space on 
the principal retail business streets. It’s about 
time somebody moved. 
O ther towns are doing som ething about it. 
A t New Castle there are two parking lots 
made possible bv removing old buildings. 
One, owned by the city, has a 10-cent parking 
fee and the other, purchased by businessmen, 
is free to all comers. They provide space for 
165 cars. 
Columbus has five off-street parking lots 
with sj ace for 316 cars, Goshen has six lots 
with 224-car capacity, Bloomington has free 
off-street space for 200 cars. And so it goes. 
Rushville’® parking problem may not be 
im m ediately critical but there’s no telling 
how soon it will be before it becomes so. It 
seems to us th at it’s tim e for the Cham ber of 
Commerse and the city adm inistration to de­ 
vote some serious thought to the subject. 
There are possibilities here for downtown 
off-street parking sites. We can point out 
three or four corners, some of them occupie*d 
by obsolete buildings, th at wpuld provide 
space for a good many cars. It would cost 
money to buy them, of course. But in the long 
run the money spent on them m ight keep a 
lot of stores from going out of business. 
How about a little co-operative thought on 
this problem?
